MOTORISTS are being warned to 
not let their bank cards leave their 
sight after the latest spate of card¬ 
cloning incidents. 

And it is feared the scam is once again being 
linked to petrol stations in and around the area. 

Police say they have received reports of cards 
being cloned at stations in Ashford, Romney 
Marsh and the Palmarsh area, near Hythe. 

The first most victims know they have been tar¬ 
geted is when they notice large sums taken from 
their bank accounts - or are alerted by vigilant 
anti-fraud teams at the major banks, on the look¬ 
out for unusual transactions. 

Six separate incidents were recorded in the 
area last week alone and police say that figure is 
on the rise. 

Card cloning has become a nationwide problem 
with dishonest staff swiping cards and storing 
the information contained on them for fraudulent 
purposes. 

Most frequently, fraudsters fit ‘skimming’ 
devices to chip-and-pin machines. Although the 
new hi-tech chips cannot be cloned, the details 
taken from the copied cards can be used abroad 
in countries which have not adopted the new sys¬ 
tem designed to make using cards even safer. 

Rosemary Alexander, from Ashford police, said: 
“At the moment we can’t be specific about exactly 
where it is happening. However, an enormous 
amount of reports are being generated in South 
East Kent. 

“We don’t know exactly what particular method 
is being used, probably a combination of all of them. 
It is vital you don’t leave cards out of your sight.” 

If you are a victim of card cloning it is recom¬ 
mended that you contact your bank in the first 
place who will then report it to the police.

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Firms paying 
a packet for 
postal strike

SMALL companies have been 
counting the cost of the two 
48-hour postal strikes - with 
business chiefs warning they 
are losing out to the time of 
millions of pounds. 

The industrial action saw mail grind 
to a halt after the first strike took place 
last Thursday and Friday, and was 
then swiftly followed by another on 
Monday and Tuesday. 

Chris Capron, chairman of the Kent 
Invicta Chamber of Commerce, which 
represents Ashford businesses, said: “It 
hits small businesses the hardest 
because of the cash-flow problems that 
it creates. 

‘We estimate it costs small business 
£2.5m for every two-day strike.” 

And Mr Capron says he has written 
to Royal Mail chiefs demanding the dis¬ 
pute is resolved to avoid no repeat. 

He told Yourashford: “The Royal 
Mail is shooting itself in the foot. I have 
written to the chief executive Adam 
Crozier saying that he must get round 
the table with the unions to bring the 
strike to a close. 

“There may be a two-day strike, 
but following that there is a five-day 
catch-up period.” 

Mr Capron blamed all sides of the 
dispute for the current situation. 

He said: “I don’t see an easy way out 
to this. The workers union is being 
obstinate and the management’s 
refusal to negotiate has been a huge 
stumbling block. 

“The trouble is we have no alterna¬ 
tive - all we can do is wait until the 
strike ends. This action just makes 
Royal Mail more vulnerable to its 
competitors. But for the last week it 
has been pointless posting anything.” 

Chris Gray marketing manager of 
the Orbital Group based on the Orbital 
Park, says his company has already 
starting feeling the pinch. 

He said: “Our work here mainly 
involves brochure distribution to

places like travel agents. 

“The main problem is our clients 
want to bring work forward to try and 
beat the strike, but this has been 
difficult because it creates a strain on 
our resources. 

“It badly affects our clients who are 
trying to generate business through 
their catalogues or through direct 
mailing campaigns. 

“It affects the whole of the business 
flow. It creates a backlog of work 
throughout the system. 

“For example, a company may have 
organised an adverting campaign to be 
launched in time with a brochure com¬ 
ing out. It can be very costly to cancel 
these things.”

If she 
offends within the next 18 months she 
will serve 12 months in custody. 


Efficient system sees 
HIPs sent out on time 

ONE hundred per cent of requests to 
Ashford council for the new Home 
Information Packs are being complet¬ 
ed within just eight days - 48-hours 
quicker than the national average. 

Since September 10, all homes with 
three or more bedrooms need a HIP, 
which contains information about the 
property, before they can be sold. 

There were fears the provision of the 
packs would prove difficult to fulfill 
and cause backlogs in the system. 


Garage wrecked in 
early morning blaze 

A FIRE has wrecked a commercial 
garage on the A259 near Brookland. 

The blaze broke out at around 3am on 
Monday with fire crews from Ashford, 
Lydd and New Romney attending. 

A car in the workshop was destroyed 
and there was extensive damage to 
the workshop and surrounding build¬ 
ings. There was also damage to an 
overhead power cable. 

Fire investigation officers believe 
an electrical fault started the blaze.

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WWII dog-tag 
hits headlines 
across the pond 

Search now on for Sgt Queen, 94

A WARTIME military medal 
and dog-tag, unearthed in a 
field near Great Chart has 
sparked a remarkable cross- 
Atlantic coincidence. 

Retired intelligence officer Brian 
Parritt recently discovered the items on 
land surrounding his 17th century house 
in Chilmington Green. 

He discovered they once belonged to a 
Sergeant Harry V Queen from the US Air 
Force - positioned at the house during 
World War Two. 

Incredibly, the soldier’s home town was 
Watertown in Massachusetts - a settle¬ 
ment a mere stone’s throw from where 
Mr Parritt’s daughter, Julie, now lives... 
more than 3,200 miles away. 

And the coincidence has made headline 


news in the local Watertown newspaper. 

Mr Parritt said: “I couldn’t believe it 
when I saw the name Watertown on the 
badge. My daughter Julie lives near there. 

“I remembered the name because 
during a visit to see her we stopped there 
for an ice cream. 

“The amazing thing is my 11-year-old 
grandson Henry Booth is keen on the 
history of Anglo-American relations 
during the war. 

“I have sent the dog tag and rifle 
marksman medal to him. He is hoping to 
be able to reunite them with the Queen 
family or even Harry if he is still alive.” 

If Sgt Queen is still alive, he will be 94. 

Mr Parritt, based at the town’s Templar 
Barracks during the war, has lived at the 
house for more than 30 years and has 
known about the connection to the 
squadron for many years. 

Three squadrons of the 406 fighter 
group came to Ashford in 1944 in prepa¬ 
ration for the D-day landings. The 


squadron flew P47 Thunderbolt planes 
which supported allied troops as they 
fought through Europe. 

Mr Parritt said: “They were brave men. 
They were the first pilots to shoot down 
a doodlebug. They then followed the 
campaign all through Europe until they 
met up with the Russians.” 

Mr Parritt said his home had been the 
squadron’s headquarters. The command¬ 
ing officer and the dentist lived in the 
house. The rest of the men lived in tents in 
the accompanying field. 

He told Yourashford: “My son-in-law 
mentioned the story to the local paper in 
the US and they contacted me. It’s quite 
a big story over there. 

‘We still find lots of things in the garden 
relating to the house’s history from bullets 
from World War Two right back to clay 
pipes from the civil war. We even got an 
old baseball that we found in the garden.”

Parents' tribute 
to PC daughter 
killed in crash 


THE parents of a female police offi¬ 
cer killed in a motorcycle crash last 
week have paid an emotional trib¬ 
ute to their daughter. 

Katie Mitchell, 39, from 
Kingsnorth, died as she made her 
way to work in Tonbridge last 
Wednesday. 

Her bike collided with a car on 
the Cranbrook Road in Goudhurst, 
near Tunbridge Wells. The cause of 
the crash is the subject of an ongo¬ 
ing investigation by police. 

Now her parents have paid trib¬ 
ute to her as a “very loving and car¬ 
ing daughter”. 

Grieving mother and father Peter 
and Jackie Brown said: “Katie 
wanted to be a police officer from a 
very early age. She was very cre¬ 
ative, articulate, successful and 
lived life to the full. 

“Katie was a member of a very 
large family and she will be sadly 
missed by everyone. 

“She always put others first and 
had a very kind and loving nature. 


She was the perfect daughter.” 

Ms Mitchell worked at Tonbridge 
police station and was well known 
in the area - especially through 
her volunteer work with a local 
wildlife project. 

He parents said: “Katie loved her 
animals and had a Bengal-cross 
cat that she adored. 

“She was also artistic and loved 
gardening and seeing things grow. 

“As well as her police job, she was 
a volunteer working with big cats at 
the Wildlife Heritage Foundation in 
Smarden at the weekends. 

“She conducted tours for visitors 
and loved telling everyone about 
breeding programmes for endan¬ 
gered species of animals. 

“Katie was someone who 
enjoyed all aspects of life and she 
packed an incredible amount into 
her 39 years.” 

Chief Superintendent Mark 
Sudbury, her commanding officer, 
also paid tribute to PC Mitchell as 
“vibrant and bubbly”.

CHILDREN at Tenterden Primary 
School are being encouraged to get 
on their bikes - in a bid to promote 
a healthier lifestyle. 

Seventy-five children travelled to school by 
bike for the Dr Bike event organised by cycling 
charity, Sustrans. 

The charity, which co-ordinates the 12,000 
miles of the national cycle network, has 
launched its Bike It campaign to increase the 
number of pupils deploying pedal power. 

Simon Allum, Sustrans officer for Kent, said: 
“The bike to school day and Dr Bike are just 
the beginning of a whole year of activities to 
help children and parents to cycle to school. 

“We know that 31 per cent of children would 
like to cycle to school but only one per cent 
actually do. 

“There’s an enormous potential for increased 
cycling levels and it’s vital that we give young 
people the opportunity to travel in ways which

are healthy, sustainable and fun.” 

As part of the Dr Bike event, mechanics from 
Apollo Cycle Sport in Tenterden offered their 
services for free to help parents and children 
service their bikes, while pupils took part in a 
whole morning of fun cycling activities. 

Tenterden is one of 12 schools in the county 
that are part of the scheme. 

Mr Allum said: ‘We have targeted primary 
and secondary schools. All schools have to 
have a travel plan by 2010. 

‘We have chosen the ones that have already 
made a commitment to cycling. It also fits in 
well with the general policy of helping to 
improve children’s health. 

“There are practical issues that have to be 
addressed. We run the project in a phased way. 
Initially it’s about raising children’s aware¬ 
ness, like giving the kids a map with a safe

route for their journey. Then we have to look at 
improving kids’ cycling skills and providing 
storage for the bikes.” 

Where the Bike It scheme has been intro¬ 
duced at other schools cycling levels have risen 
by 10 per cent. 

Nationally, the Bike It scheme is funded by 
Cycling England and the cycling industry. The 
county council has added its support by back¬ 
ing local projects.

Golfer Dani 
angry over 
loss of Open 


ONE of the county’s top female 
players says she is “gutted” after 
the region’s biggest annual golfing 
event was driven into the rough. 

Organisers of the Ladies English Open 
have confirmed the event will no longer 
be staged at Biddenden’s Chart Hills 
course - and instead will be switched to a 
course in Oxford. 

The move comes with two years left to 
run on the existing hosting agreement 
which stretches until 2009. A lack of big- 
money sponsors is blamed. 

Over the last four years the event has 
attracted thousands of spectators and a 
host of top names - including British leg¬ 
end Laura Davies, former British Open 
winner Karen Stupples, and rising young 
star Danielle Masters. 

Masters, 24, who lives in Maidstone, 
finished third at this year’s event. 

She told Yourashford: “I’m gutted the tour¬ 
nament is moving - it’s my home course. It’s 
a real shame. I don’t think they realise how 
popular the event was. 

“It will be interesting to see if The 
Oxfordshire will attract sponsors and the 
amount of spectators that Chart Hills 
attracted. 

“We have a lot of young golfers coming 
through the ranks and now they will not

have the chance to see the best women 
golfers in the world play and pick up tips 
from them.” 

Leaderboard, the owner of both Chart 
Hills and the tournament’s new home, The 
Oxfordshire, says it made the move in a bid 
to breathe new life into an event which has 
struggled against a lack of sponsorship. 

But the threat of switching it to another 
of its courses has long been whispered. 

It has struggled in the past to find a firm 
to snap up the lucrative naming rights to 
the events and has been affected by sched¬ 
uling issues for the last two years. 

July’s event had to be brought forward by 
a day to avoid a clash with the Tour de 
France - which dominated local headlines 
- while the year before it was forced to shift 
from its traditional summer slot on the cal¬ 
endar to October to avoid clashing with an 
event in the US. 

Rod Park, general manager of Chart 
Hills, said: “We believe The Oxfordshire has 
a larger catchment area for potential spon¬ 
sors to invest in the event. 

“It may return to Chart Hills in the 
future, it is a good event to host and it 
brings a lot of spectators to the course.”

You were first elected to Parliament in 1997. How has 
P Ashford changed since then?

In the 10 years I have been Ashford’s MP 
the town has grown relentlessly. Inevita¬ 
bly, this has had mixed results.

What do you think the chances are of getting Eurostar 
to restore its services to Brussels from Ashford? 


Q Ashford has had a reputation for being an uninteresting 
town. Do you think this is fair? 

A Ashford used to be the largest town in 
England without a cinema, and was 
renowned as a place with inadequate shop¬ 
ping and leisure facilities. The fast growth has 
meant that the private sector can see new 
opportunities here and has responded with 
new shops, cinemas, restaurants, cafes and 
health clubs. Unfortunately, the public sector 
has been slower to respond, so we have seen 
the growth of traffic jams, parking problems 
and pressure on other public services. One of 
my main jobs as Ashford’s MP is persuading 
central Government to be sensible about the 
resources Ashford needs to keep life here 
civilised and sustainable. 

Q Ashford is due for huge expansion in the next few years. 
Are you worried it might lose some of its character? 

A Inevitably, Ashford’s character has 
changed as it grows, and it is sometimes 
difficult for it to establish an identity. It needs 
to be recognised as a modem town with better 
facilities than those it used to have, while 
retaining its roots in its Kentish heritage. 


Eurostar is proving stupidly obdurate in 
failing to listen to the wide coalition that 
wants it to keep some services between 
Ashford and Bmssels. There is no sign that it 
will change its mind.

I suspect many of 
these farm workers will drift off to other jobs 
as the years pass. 


Being an MP has turned out to be as hard 
work as I expected, but most of it is enjoy¬ 
able. I would just like to spend some time soon 
on the Government benches instead, though. 

Q The new Ashford depot for the Hitachi high-speed trains 
has been opened by the Secretary of State and the 
Japanese ambassador. What impact will these new services 
have on the town?

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Legal boss aims for 
world's best service

THE NEW head of the county’s 
Crown Prosecution Service says he 
wants to make it “an example of 
excellence” revered around the 
globe. 

Roger Coe-Salazar has revealed plans to 
reduce the low-level crime which blights com¬ 
munities and boost public confidence to lower 
the fear of crime. 

As the chief crown prosecutor for Kent he 
wants to make the service more accessible to 
people and ensure victims and witnesses of 
crime trust the CPS to be professional and effi¬ 
cient. 

His proposals for improvements will focus on 
modernisation, dynamism, confidence and 
skills. 

Mr Coe-Salazar, who joined the CPS in 1999, 
said: (t We are committed to the vision of mak¬ 
ing Kent’s CPS into a world-class prosecution 
service, something which is regarded as an 
example of excellence.” 

The proposals centre on making the service 
more accessible, building links with other 
criminal justice agencies and delegating 
accountability back to individual areas with 
the overall aim of improving public confidence 
in the CPS. 

Mr Coe-Salazar, who served as a soldier in 
the Army for 13 years, said he hoped residents 
would have a far more positive outlook on the 
CPS by the end of next year. 

The former lawyer said improvements had 
been made and would be bolstered with a raft 
of new measures set to be introduced in the 
coming months. 

He said: “The CPS is a completely different 
organisation to what it was five years ago. 


“While there’s been a lot of progress it’s impor¬ 
tant to state we’re only part way up the hill. 

“Our particular emphasis is to increase peo¬ 
ple’s confidence in us by explaining what we 
do far more openly. 

“The CPS has historically not been a very 
open organisation but we realise public con¬ 
fidence is derived from understanding, and 
that people don’t trust what they don’t 
understand. 

“Our problem has been that people don’t 
really understand what we do.” 

Mr Coe-Salazar said links with other crimi¬ 
nal justice agencies would be strengthened 
and that a number of panels would be set up 
to gamer trust from Kent’s residents. 

He said: “By March we aim to have set up 
a hate crime scrutiny panel, in which all 
minority communities in Kent will be repre¬ 
sented. 

Drug dealers 

“The panel will review past cases in a bid to 
learn from them. We also plan to set up a com¬ 
munity involvement panel for the whole of the 
South East. 

“We hope to reduce the fear of crime - and 
lower the rate of crime itself - as there’s noth¬ 
ing more inhibiting to someone’s life than feel¬ 
ing afraid when they walk out of their homes 
onto the streets, scared their house is going to 
get burgled, or hassled by drug dealers on each 
street corner. 

“People sometimes think the CPS is just a 
civil servant government agency but we’re 
determined to improve people’s quality of life 
and tackle the low-level crime that really hurts. 

“We want to bring a human face to the 
service by showing that there is genuine pas¬ 
sion behind those prosecuting in cases and 
that we genuinely feel for victims and wit¬ 
nesses. 

“When victims of crime go to court in the 
future we want them to say ‘The prosecution 
have got their act together’ and know much 
more about us and what we do.” 



Council tax evaders are 
made to pay back monies 

FIVE people have appeared before Ashford 
magistrates charged with evading council 
tax payments. 

James Bedwell, 50, from St Barnabus 
Close, was sentenced to 28 days in jail for 
owing just over £1,700. His sentence was 
suspended provided he pays instalments of 
£60 a week. 

Lawerence Mason, 40, and John 
MacGregor, 68, both from Kingsnorth, and 
Valerie Andrews, 45, from Arcon Road, who 
owed nearly £6,400 between them were also 
ordered to pay their arrears in instalments. 

A fifth person Linda Hammant, 54, of 
Arden Drive was also brought to court 
regarding an unpaid bill of £3,333.44 - 
accrued over six years. Magistrates 
adjourned the matter to November. 

Ashford given 36 'extra 
care' homes in £72m deal 

THIRTY-six new apartments for the elder¬ 
ly and disabled are to be built in the town 
following a major new £72 million deal. 

Countywide, 340 of the ‘extra care’ 
apartments will be built, with 36 being con¬ 
structed on Hopkins Field in Eastern 
Avenue by 2010. 

The apartments will provide an alterna¬ 
tive to residential care, giving people access 
to as much support as if they were in a care 
home so they can remain independent even 
if they become frail, disabled or confused. 

Ashford council leader Paul Clokie said: 
“Ashford has played a key role in enabling 
and facilitating this project and as a result 
we will achieve 36 units of much-needed 
supported homes for older residents of the 
borough, in a town centre location that is 
ideal for access to all the services that the 
residents of these homes will require.” 

Charity is in need of help 

THE mobility charity Shopmobility is asking 
for volunteers as well as financial support 
to keep its site at Vicarage Lane car park. 

The service allows elderly and disabled 
people the chance to hire electric buggies so 
they can do their shopping. 

Viv Kenny, from the Ashford Town Centre 
partnership, said: “A bid for lottery funding 
has been made, but a decision on this could 
be some months away.”

LOOKING hard just got harder for 
baby-faced nicotine addicts as the 
minimum age to buy cigarettes has 
been raised to 18. 

And no ID means no fags... unless mum is 
happy to pick them up with the weekly gro¬ 
ceries, although in some cases proof of age 
might still be required. 

And how next year’s GCSE students are 
going to cope with exam stress is anyone’s 
guess, but teenage puffers will not be the only 
ones affected by the bizarre new law

another reason to have to cross 
the road), because there is no 
dropped-kerb. 

This morning I saw a woman 
with three young children trying 
to cross the road. The children 
had bicycles. The kerb opposite 
the lane is high. 

A dropped-kerb could be pro¬ 
vided even before the long 
awaited, and long-overdue, 
pedestrian crossing gets the go- 
ahead. 

The road was never designed to 
cater for today’s volume of motor 
traffic, nor at the speed much of 
it travels - historically the road 
was never designed, it evolved 
from a cart track. Pedestrians’ 
interests have hardly ever been 
considered.

Putting the spotlight 
on council tax rise 

It seems the campaigners for a 
Marlowe-sized theatre in Ashford 
are unaware of the implications and 
costs involved. 

Firstly, a theatre requires a catch¬ 
ment area containing a million peo¬ 
ple - that’s without competition only 
thirty miles away to stand any 
chance of breaking even. 

It is also a fact that the average 
theatre loses approximately a mil¬ 
lion pounds a year. Very few outside 
London break-even let alone make a 
profit. 

If the council were to run the the¬ 
atre it would lead to a massive rise 
in council tax. As I am yet to meet a 
theatre supporter willing to pay 
more council tax, that must be a 
non-starter. 

Of course, if the private sector was 
to step in to build and run a theatre 
I would whole heartily support one 
in Ashford although I suspect this 
too is a non-starter as most theatres 
are not economically viable.

DESPITE that Best Supporting 
Actor Oscar for his deeply poignant 
performance in the movie Iris, you 
won’t hear Jim Broadbent shout¬ 
ing it from the rooftops.

“My character in the film died in exactly the 
same way as my own father, from cancer with 
the family around him,” he recalls. “I was 
heartbroken as a 22-year-old. It was a long 
time ago, but I remember being utterly dis¬ 
traught by the experience.” 

The film, based on the best-selling, autobio¬ 
graphical book by novelist Blake Morrison, is 
a poignant account of the relationship 
between eccentric and stubborn GP Arthur 
(Broadbent) and his son Blake (Colin Firth). 

Seen from the perspective of Blake as his 
father lies dying of cancer, the movie unfolds in 
a series of flashbacks that reveal secrets and 
lies at the heart of the seemingly respectable 
family 

Though writer Morrison based his book on 
events in his own household Jim believes it’s a

story which touches on a universal tmth. 

“I think his book is a success because it’s 
such an honest account of relationships, in 
particular with your parents,” suggests the 
star. “Certainly lots of people will find reso¬ 
nance. Everybody on set talked about their 
fathers while we were shooting.” 

He describes his relationship with his own 
dad as fairly typical. “I loved him, felt embar¬ 
rassed and infuriated by him, the usual 
teenage stuff between fathers and sons,” he 
says. 

Born in Lincolnshire to pacifist parents, his 
father became a conscientious objector when 
World War II broke out. Both his parents were 
interested in the arts, his mother was a sculp¬ 
tor and it was his father who encouraged Jim 
to go take up acting. 

Typically, Jim is self deprecating about win¬ 
ning a place at the prestigious LAMDA drama

school: “I wasn’t really good looking enough to 
get the parts. It was four or five years after I 
left before I saw a TV camera. I just didn’t 
think I was very interesting either.” 

The showbusiness world would beg to differ. 
Directors such as Woody Allen, Mike Leigh, 
Martin Scorsese and Stephen Spielberg have 
all approached the actor to appear in movies. 
His film credits include a string of Oscar win¬ 
ners and box office hits, such as Nixon, Moulin 
Rouge, Bridget Jones’s Diary, Topsy Turvey, 
The Lion The Witch And The Wardrobe, and 
Iris. 

His TV career has been equally successful. 
Earlier this year he won a BAFTA for his por¬ 
trayal of Lord Longford in the TV drama 
Longford. He also earned a BAFTA nomina¬ 
tion for The Young Visitors, as well as Golden 
Globe, and Emmy nominations for HBO clas¬ 
sic The Gathering Storm. 

Despite demand from Hollywood, Jim 
admits to being a homebird, preferring to work 
in the UK and remain close to his wife of 20 
years, Anastasia Lewis, and his two step-sons.

A jagged bolt of lightning split the 
sky as clouds rolled in over the pre- 
Alps. Viewed from the comfort of the 
hotel’s outdoor Jacuzzi it made a 
dramatic, if slightly surreal scene. 

This was hardly the weather we were expect¬ 
ing on a late May/early June visit to Provence 
and the Cote D'Azur. When it cleared, the sur¬ 
rounding mountains were swathed in snow, 
making the panorama even more breathtaking. 

The storm, which soon broke directly over¬ 
head, was a meteorological blip in an otherwise 
hot and sunny stay in the south of France. 

Surprised locals assured us it was a once-in- 
a-decade occurrence and we considered our¬ 
selves lucky, in viewing terms at least, to have 
had a small taste of winter in the summer. 

The base for our stay was the studied ele¬ 
gance of Le Mas Candille, an award-winning 
four-star deluxe spa hotel, situated in the 
medieval village of Mougins. 

Like much of southern France, Le Mas 
Candille is popular with British visitors. 
Converted from an 18th century olive farm, it is 
perched on a hillside with extensive grounds 
and views to Grasse and the mountains beyond.

Difficult though it was to tear ourselves away 
from the hotel, the village of Mougins, just five 
minutes walk away, is well worth a visit. 

At one time it was considered more important 
than nearby Cannes, and the surviving ram¬ 
parts and Saracen Gate testify to its power in 
the Middle Ages. Today, it is a fascinating mix of 
narrow streets and alleyways, art galleries, 
cafes and restaurants to suit all pockets.

No stay in Mougins would be complete with¬ 
out a visit to Le Moulin de Mougins, the 
acclaimed restaurant run by chef Alain Llorca 
and rated by at least one guide as one of the 
greatest in the world. 

On our visit, Alain welcomed us with cham¬ 
pagne cocktails before cooking a specially pre¬ 
pared meal served in a roomy, comfortable and 
elegant dining room by his friendly staff. 

A series of subtly crafted, very different, but 
complimentary dishes - including foie gras, cut¬ 
tlefish and truffles -floated by 

The dessert was even more spectacular - a 
kind of chocolate bombe, which collapsed when 
hot chocolate sauce was poured over it, reveal¬ 
ing raspberry sorbet inside. 

Expensive, yes, but for a unique gastronomic 
experience Le Moulin de Mougins is well worth 
pushing the boat out. It’s an ideal addition to a 
relaxing stay at Le Mas Candille.

Comedy turns to dark 
side of TV talk shows

JENNIFER Saunders has been 
making us chuckle for nearly 30 
years with Dawn French, but her 
latest pal comes as a surprise - it’s 
clinical psychologist Dr Tanya 
Byron, the voice of reason on the 
BBC’s The House Of Tiny 
Tearaways. 

Unusual as the pairing may be, the two have 
actually been friends for a couple of years. 

“Tan was on The French And Saunders 
Show and we sort of stayed in contact after 
that and became friends,” explains Jennifer, 
languishing in a plush hotel suite. 

It turned out Tanya has always been a keen 
writer and had an idea for a new comedy 
creation, which she and Jennifer got to work 
on over numerous bottles of wine - and the 
outcome is the new BBC2 series, The Life And 
Times of Vivienne Vyle. 

“I couldn’t believe nobody had done that, a 
comedy Ricki Lake or something, especially in 
America because it’s huge over there,” says 49- 
year-old Jennifer. 

“The vile Vivienne is a person who has 
clawed her way into daytime television,” she 
continues. “Her ambition is to become Oprah, 
so it’s a series about her moving up that 
ladder. At first she’s a bit of a low level Trisha, 
but one of the guests attacks her and it’s an 
incident that changes her career and her life. 

“She’s not a nice person,” Jennifer adds with 
a smile. “It’s a black comedy and her ambition 
will cut through anything, she doesn’t let 
anybody stand in her way That doesn’t mean 
she’s clever - she’s just ambitious. She loves 
living at a certain level of celebrity”

Jennifer and Tanya both had to do a lot of 
research in preparation for penning the series, 
which mostly entailed watching hours upon 
hours of Sally Jessy Raphael and Trisha. 

“There’s only so much you can watch before 
you throw the telly out the window!” she 
laughs. “Eventually it begins to repeat itself.” 

Although they insist the show is not a moral 
crusade, Jennifer and Tanya did want to 
explore where the line should be drawn 
between entertainment and human misery 
Jennifer certainly thinks some of the practices 
used on the programmes are questionable. 

“I remember watching one show where they 
had the camera backstage watching the 
person about to come on, and there was a 
researcher goading the guy saying, ‘Remember 
what we said, when you go out there, you’re 
going to give him what for’. It was so 
choreographed.” 

You can’t get more dramatic than an 
incident that occurred in America in 1995 in 
the days after two friends had appeared on 
The Jenny Jones Show. On the programme, a 
gay man called Scott Amedure confessed to a 
secret crush on Jonathan Schmitz. Three days 
later Schmitz, who had a history of mental 
illness, killed Amedure. 

Jennifer says the shows need to learn when 
to act with restraint instead of exploiting 
people with mental illnesses, even if they do 
plan to give participants counselling. 

‘You can put an Elastoplast on somebody 
that isn’t seriously injured, but the second 
someone comes in and their guts are falling 
out, you want to send them to hospital,” she 
says. ‘You don’t sit them on TV and get 
somebody who’s got a degree in sewing to have 
a look at them. Some things are too risky”

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It's a vine time for wine-growers 


THE MISERABLE summer 
weather has failed to dampen the 
enthusiasm of the region’s 
winemakers. 

Despite the wet conditions, sales for locally- 
produced wine is increasing and, with 
harvesting now underway, producers are 
predicting a top quality crop. 

Frazer Thompson, managing director of 
Chapel Down Wines in Tenterden, said: “The 
conditions have actually worked out well. We 
may not have had a brilliant midsummer, but 
we had a fantastic April and the sun we have 
had in recent weeks has come just at the right 
time for us. It means the grapes we are getting 
are really high quality. 

“The only thing is we don’t quite have the 
quantity we would have liked.” 

With the rest of Europe experiencing similar 
conditions, the push for local producers is to

make their still wines as popular as the widely 
acclaimed English sparkling wines. 

Mr Thompson said: “People rarely drink 
sparkling wine all the time. We think it’s 
important to encourage people to drink 
English wine on non-celebratory occasions. 

Vintage 

‘We have had a phenomenal year with 
English Rose which is the rose wine we 
produce, but all our other wines have been 
fantastic. We will have pretty well sold out of 
everything we have got. 

“In fact, we have had more visitors to the 
shop this year than ever before despite the bad 
weather.” 

Chapel Down sources its grapes from 180 
vineyards from around the county and has 


recently acquired another 236 acres to 
increase production. 

Mr Thompson said: “Although our harvest is 
slightly down this year it does not make too 
much of a difference, all it means is that there 
will be slightly less of this year’s vintage.” 

Other producers are looking forward to 
profitable year. 

Tom Jinks, from the Biddenden Vineyard, 
said: ‘We are in the great position of knowing 
we will sell 80 per cent direct to the public 
almost straight away.” 

Many growers from around Kent are looking 
into the possibility of growing vines instead of 
traditional soft fruits. 

Mr Thompson added: “If you plant a 
vineyard it gives you scope for a whole range 
of business opportunities. 

“It is important that we keep the quality 
high, producing cheap wine is just not 
sustainable.”

UKIP plans flawed say Greens 


GREEN Party chiefs say the county’s 
economy would be severely damaged if 
controversial proposals by the UK 
Independence Party were put into practice. 

UKIP have proposed a five-year period 
of no immigration. 

But Dr Hazel Dawe, chairman of the 
Kent Green Party, says the suggestion 
could only be achieved if the UK left the 
EU and would invite ‘reciprocal 
discrimination’ against the 5.5 million 
British citizens living outside the UK. 

Dr Dawe said: “Every year, hundreds of 


thousands of British citizens leave this 
country to live abroad. Every year, the UK 
allows in immigrants and migrant 
workers from all over the world. 

“Doing this allows us to meet the wide 
variety of skills shortages. 

“If we had a five-year block on 
immigration, many jobs would go unfilled 
in sectors where British people lack the 
skills to apply or lack the inclination to do 
some types of work. There would clearly 
be serious economic damage to many 
enterprises throughout Kent.”

Spider weaves its web 


FORTY years on from its original 
star turn in the classic movie ‘The 
Graduate’, the Alfa Spider is even 
more of a head turner. 

The latest generation of the archetypal 
Italian roadster is also a far better ownership 
proposition - it is much better made and 
should be more reliable. 

Along with ‘drophead’ gorgeous looks, there 
is an interior to match, with classy alloy touch¬ 
es, solid and well-arranged switchgear and 
beautiful leather seats. 

Then again, this fiery Italian starlet is not 
without flaws: the new Spider suffers from the 
dreaded ‘scuttle shake’, a flexing of the body¬ 
work caused by chopping the roof off the Brera 
coupe on which the Spider is based. 

Don’t worry, the car is perfectly safe, but it 
makes the car fidgety on poorly-maintained 
roads. 

It is a shame, because the Spider is a good 
drive otherwise; the grip is sharp, the steering 
responsive and the 2.2-litre petrol version, as

revving Alfa engine and nice precise gearbox. 

On the down side, this unit does not 
endow the Spider with sparkling pace and 
purists will also whinge about the front- 
wheel drive layout for this car and the other 
cooking version, the 2.4 diesel, though the 
3.2 V6 Q4 four-wheel drive flagship should 
shut them up. 

Back on the credit side though, Alfa has done 
well to provide so much stowage space: a 
decent boot, lockers behind the seats as well as 
space on top of these, seat back pockets, a glove 
compartment and a centre-locker-cum-cooler. 

Hood up or down, the Spider also looks terrif¬ 
ic, though the topless look edges it by virtue of 
the neat nacelles behind the seats after the 
fully-electric hood has slotted itself out of sight. 

I also liked the car’s top-down manners; a 
Perspex windshield sits behind the seat 
headrests, preserving the car’s looks and doing 
a far better job of controlling wind buffeting 
than the intrusive mesh screens favoured by 
many rivals. 

Sure, the Spider is flawed, but your heart 
goes out to it.

We continue to be a 

nation of shoppers 


HIGH street spending across the 
South East has continued to grow 
during September - despite five 
interest rate rises in a year. 

The findings come in the CBI retail survey, 
which reveals the upturn despite the recent 
crisis of confidence in the financial markets. 

But it was not good news for booksellers 
after Harry Potter’s summer magic and 
bumper sales of JK Rowling’s final installment 
in the series died off to leave them facing a 
dramatic decrease in sales, as booksellers and 
stationers recorded the weakest sales balance 
- the difference between the percentage of 
retailers reporting an increase and those 
reporting a decrease - in the 23-year history of 
the survey (down 77 per cent).

Covering more than 20,000 outlets and 40 
per cent of retail jobs, the CBI Distributive 
Trades Survey saw the trend for slower 
growth in retail sales seen since May continue. 

Director of CBI South East Malcolm Hyde 
said: “Overall, retailers will be relieved to see 
that the troubles on the financial markets did¬ 
n’t have a serious impact on consumer spend¬ 
ing in September. However, four months of 
modest spending growth prove that higher 
interest rates are continuing to have an effect. 

“Some retailers are faring worse than others 
and the fierce competition makes pricing criti¬ 
cal. Sales of big ticket items such as large elec¬ 
trical and consumer durables, which tend to be 
linked to the housing market, have been hit. 


“Others selling furnishings and DIY have 
done better, which suggests people are improv¬ 
ing where they live rather than moving house. 

“The Bank of England needs to keep an eye 
on future confidence, which risks being dented 
further as a result of increased uncertainty 
about the economic outlook into 2008.” 

Thirty-seven per cent of retailers reported 
that sales had risen on a year ago, against 25 
per cent that said they were down. The result¬ 
ing balance of plus 12 per cent falls short of 
pre-fmancial turmoil expectations (plus 17 per 
cent) and was the lowest balance this year. 

This sales growth nevertheless remains 
above the average rate recorded during the 
second half of 2006. Retailers also thought 
sales were around average for the time of year 
and expect the more moderate growth in sales 
to be sustained into October.
